TT year 1995 marks the tenth 
anniversary of independent 
accreditation by the Commission on 
Colleges of the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Schools for 
Troy State University at Dothan. 
Recently, on the TSUD campus, 
university officials, along with 
Dothan Mayor Alfred Saliba and 
Houston County Commission Chair- 
man Robert Crowder, designated 
the year 1995 as a year of celebra- 
tion and outlined activities that will 
occur throughout the months ahead. 











Until 1985, TSUD shared in the 
accreditation of The Troy State 
University System. In response to a 
recommendation from the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools 
(SACS), and in recognition of the 


fact that this administrative structure . 


was resulting in severe underfunding 
of the Dothan/Ft. Rucker campuses 
at the state level, the TSU Board of 
Trustees made a critical decision. In 
June 1981, then TSU president, Dr. 
Ralph Adams, signed Resolution 
#10 authorizing the Dothan and Ft. 
Rucker branches to seek inde- 


pendent accreditation. The task to 
accomplish that goal fell to Mr. 
Robert Paul, vice president of TSU 
Dothan/Ft. Rucker, whose leader- 
ship transformed a branch operation 
into an independently accredited in- 
stitution through the stages of can- 
didacy, self-studies, reports, and a 


‘peer review from SACS. 


Independent regional accredita- 
tion was granted in December 1985. 
From that time on, Dothan had its 
own university focused on the needs, 
goals, and citizens of this city and of 
the Wiregrass region. Independent 
accreditation accompanied ten years 
of growth in enrollment, programs, 
and economic impact of TSUD on 
the community. 

During 1995, TSUD has planned 
activities, large and small, which will 
involve faculty, staff, students, alum- 
ni, friends in business, industry, and 
community organizations. The 10th 
anniversary theme will be repeated 
regularly throughout TSUD’s 
scheduled events such as commen- 
cements and convocations. 

Dr. Thomas Harrison said, “This 
10th anniversary celebration will 
reinforce the internal bonds which 
make TSUD the strong and innova- 
tive institution that it is and reforge 
the external bonds which will propel 
this university and community into 
the 21st century.” 

On hand for the reception after 
the press conference were Dr. Wyatt 
Grimmer, former vice president for 
academic affairs at TSUD, and 
several faculty and staff members 
who were involved in the accredita- 
tion activities in 1985. 
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With the development of new programs and the completion of national 
accreditation in two schools, Troy State University at Dothan officials have 
recently completed a reorganization of the academic division of the 
University. 

The new structure continues the dean and assistant dean positions and 
creates new academic departments, each led by a chairperson, who assists 
the dean in the administrative and academic functions of the respective 
departments by providing leadership in departmental governance, instruc- 
tion, faculty affairs, student affairs, external communication, budget and 
resources management, office management, and professional development.
